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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The substitute specification filed 10/3/05 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2 and 1 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cook 5,686,165. The reference discloses the invention substantially as claimed, 
namely a U-shaped weather strip having a thermoplastic, elastomeric insert 25 
embedded in a elastomeric holder 23, 53, 70, and a seal part 54, 74 of sponge material; 
see the Figures, column 4, lines 16-37 and column 7, lines 59-67. However, the 
reference does not disclose the claimed physical properties set forth in claims 1 1 and 
12. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select any particular 
well-known material and adjust the properties, such as flexture and tensile strength, for 
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the various layers in the article of the reference to provide optimum properties for a 
particular end use of the strip.
